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WEIGHT DATA REQUIRMEKP3 FOR FLIGEf TEST AIRPLANES 


1. In the interest of saving nan hours the following procedure uj.ll be followed in 
regards to instrumentation installations: 

(a) The weight of Instrumentation Installations shall not be 
computed. 

Cb) Flight Test will estimate the weight of instrumentation 
as necessary for structural requiransarts. 

(c) The Weights Group will weigh the airplane prior to the first 
flight with instrumentation installed. The ballast required 
to obtain the correct gross weight and C.G. position will be 
determined from this weighing. 


(d) It will be the responsibility of the Flight Test Group to 
maintain weight end balance data due to removal or addition 
of instrumentation and equipment from the ‘time of weighing 
( to the completion of the Flight Test Program. 


2o It must be noted that -the above procedure will make it impossible for the Weights 
Group to determine the weight and C.G. of a production airplane from '<fca weighing 
of a flight test article. 


Contractual overweight or underweight and balance data will be obtained when the 
first completed production airplane is weighed. 
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
